Cincinnati has no law regulatin g 
to* weight of bread and a 5-oent loaf is 
supposed to be sixteen ooncss in weight. 
A crusade has begun in 6t. Louis for a 
reduction in the price and an increase 
in th* size of a loaf. Pennsylvania 
regulate* th* weight of a loaf t* one 
pound and bakers retail it at from 2)4 
cants to 5 cants, according to quality. 
In Virginia, the weight is not defined 
by law, bnt custom places it from one 
pound to one pound two ounces, which 
retails in Richmond at 5 c»nt>. Every 
baker in New York has his owa rule as 
to weight and price of a loaf. In Chi- 
cago, tbe consumer pays as much for a 
loaf of bread -today aa he did three years 
•go, wban flour was much higher. 
Pittabnrg bakers sell a two-pound loaf 
for 5 cents and a tbrea-and-a-balf-paund 
loaf of fine grnde of flour at!) centa.

Aa the price of flour there has gone 
down the price of a loaf ha* been re- 
docod from 2 to 3 cent*, in uniform 
qaalitiet, and the siza of the inferior 
quality of loaves ha* beea increased 
from 60 to SO per cent. 


In Alexandria, Va., the law requires 
kilt o! bread to be sixteen ounces, 


and tbe baker* hsve fixed the price at 
4 cent*. In Massachusetts, the law of 
fifteenyearsago.establishiag the weight, 
of a loaf at two pounds, is still in vogue, 
but the cheapening of flour hag mad e 
no change in the price or weight of a 
loaf. Cincinnati hw ao law regulatin g 
the weight of bread and a o-oent loaf >« 
supposed to be sixteen ounces in weight. 
A crusade has begun in St. Louis for a 
reduction in tbe price and an increase 
in the size of a loaf. 
Pennsylvania 


regulate* the weight of a loaf te one 
pound and bakers retail it at from 2^_ 
cents to 5 cents, according to quality. 
In Virginia, the weight is not defined 
by law, but custom places it from one 
pound to one pound two ounces, which 
retails in Richmond at 5 cents. Every 
baker in New York ha* hn own rule a* 
to weigbt and! price of a loaf. Ia Cbi- 
cago, tbe con turner pays aa much for a 
loaf of bread today »s be did three years 
ago, wbsn flour was much higher.

The weight of the poor man'* loaf nod 


tbe tax oa the poor man's beer have 
brought about more than one political 
revolutioa In Great Britain, a* the piioe 
of suit la India has been the can** ol 
more than one war in that country. 
The repeal of the corn laws, which gave 
the British workman a larger and a 
cheaper loaf, was one o! tbe greatest re- 
forms of tn* present century, Bad It im- 
mortalized the name of Peel. 
And the 


weight of a loaf has baen deemed a 
legitimate subject to legislate upon by 
the British Parliament 


A combination of agencies in recent 


years hai resulted in a great redaction 
In the price of wheat all over the world. 
One ot the agent* has been a prolonged 
peace. If we except tbe Turco-Bnsaian 
war, 
which was of short duration, the 


great nation* of the earth have been 
virtually at peace for nearly twea»y-fivo 
yearr. A generation of men nnniei to 
war ha*, consequaatlv, matured in th* 
meantime, nnd the arts of peace have 
been developed a* they were never de- 
veloped in any previous age la the 
history of the wo rid.

In Massachusetts, th* law of 
Bft*eny*arR*ga,**lablishiag the weight 
of a loaf at two pounds, U still ia vogue, 
but the cheapening ot flour has made 
no chant* in th* r/riee or weight of a 
loaf. Cincinnati his no law regulating 
th* weight ol bread and a 5-oent loal ia 
supposed to be sixteen ounce* in weight. 
A cruiad* ha* begun in fit. Louis for a 
reduction ia the price aad an increase 
in th* *iz* of a loaf. Pennsylvania 
rcgnlat** th* weight of a loaf t* one 
pound and baksra retail it at from 2)4 
cent* to 5 c*nt>, according to quality. 
In Virginia, the w*lght is not defined 
by law, but custom pieces it from one 
pound to one pound two ounces, which 
retail* in Richmond at 5 cents. Every 
baker in New York ha* his owa rule as 
to weight and prlc* of a loaf. In Ofai- 
cago, the consumer pay* a* much for a 
loaf of bread today a* he did three years 
ago, 
whan flour wa* much higher. 


Pittsbumbakera tall a two-pound loaf 
for 5 cents and a three-and»a-haif-pound 
loaf of flne grnde of flour at 0 centa.
